£0  that,  by  a  long  continuance,  they 
have  not  only  brought  it  to  a  greater  per* 
frdion  iu  every  branch  than  airy  other 
nation  in  the  known  world,  but  have 
lihewife  diffurt*d  all  the  various  parts  of 
the  manufad'jrc  fo  grneraUy  through 
the  kingdom,  as  never  to  bc'in  want  of 
(kUful  hands  to  carry  it  00 ;  wh*k:h,  with 
the  great  riches  acquiri^d  in  a  long  fuc* 
cefsful  trade,  joined  to  their  having  the 
frrfr  materiais  .within  tbemlcJvct,  mufr 
spake  it  very  difficult  for  any  other  coun¬ 
try  to  rival  them :  Yet  with  all^tbeic  ad¬ 
vantages,  it  is  very  poffiblc-  that  other 
countries  may  in  time  compete  with  them 
at  foreign  xnarketf,  and  even  beat  them

‘Wear  out  as  well  as  other  things.  In 
.the  laft  eight  years,  I  am  informed,  one 
Hhird  of  the  materials,  of  which  this 
To^  is  compofed,  have  been  cxhaulled. 
In  thr.iivttcii  next  years  to  come,  on 
his  pfttKriple^  Sl\e  road  mull  be  annihi- 
ated,  unlets,  before  one  half  that  period 
le  run,  travellers  (hall  have  ttiially  dc- 
rled  it  as  impartible,  and  betaken  them- 
Ivcs  to  the  north  road;  a  longer  in- 
ced,  but  moft  pleai'ant  and  excellent 
ighway.  Should  this  event,  by  no 
leans  improbable,  take  place,  the  f* 
ee^  will  be  left  cxpoled  to  the  return  of 
heir  former  folitude  and  barbarity,  load¬ 
ed  with  the  debts  Con  traded  on  the  tolls, 
without  loll  or  road  to  pay  either  prin¬ 
cipal  or  inferert.  In  this  cafe  their  rttu- 
Etion  would  be  irretrievable,  unlcfs  they 
made  a  new  road  out  of  their  own  poc¬ 
kets  ;  for,  if  more  money  were  borrow¬ 
ed  to  remake  the  road^  an  ad  of  parlia¬ 
ment  muft  be  obtained  for  doubling  the 
toll,  which  would  infallibly  banilh  every 
ravcllcr. 

In  the  frequent  ocenfions  I  have  had 
•f  parting  and  repartIng,  in  the  courfe  of 
ufind's,  between' the  two  greateft  cities 
f  the  kingdom,  I  could  not  help  inqui- 
ing  what  fort  of  man  this  undertaker 
ras,>who,  contrary  to  the  cafe  of  all 
ther  undertakers  of  roads  I  ever  beard 
f,  feemed  to  have  fneh  influence  with 
ie  truftces,  that  to  hrs  emolument  they 
ppeared  fo  manifeftly  to  facrificc  the 
ublic  interert.

jolted  to  death ;  not  to  mention  the  fre^ 
qiient  dangerous  accidents  of  (haltered 
machines  breaking  down  on  the  uiada 
which  the  proprietors  cannot  altogether 
prevent  but  at  an  expence  they  are  to¬ 
tally  unable  to  bear.  To  the  laft  inqui« 
ry  1  received  for  anfwer,  that  the  rtonea 
are  extremely  dirticult,to  be  procured, 
and  that  there  was,  near  the  road,  no 
gravel  at  all.  Now  ^)th  thefe  alfertions, 
1  beg  leave  to  affirm,  are  abfolutely  falfe. 
On  no  road  I  ever  (aw  are  the  (tones  for 
reparation  more  ealily  provided.  On 
mort  other  roads  the  blue  whin  (lone 
muft  be  dug  from  a  quarry,  and  carried 
to  a  conliderable  diftance;  but  along  the 
Glalgow  load  the  (tones  are  found  on 
the  furface  of  the  adjacent  grounds^ 
need  only  to  be  gathered,  and  canted 
fridom  farther  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 
With  regard  to  gravel,  there  are  banka 
enough  at  the  new  bridge  of  Calder  to 
cover  plentifully  many  mites  of  the  road  ; 
betides  gravel-pit»  at  Livingftobe;  and 
ill  many  places  of  Shotts  there  is  excel¬ 
lent  rotten  rock:  but  from  none  of  thefe 
places  has  cover,  in  any  conliderable 
<quantfty,  been  driven  to  the  diltknce,  I 
am  informed,  of  even  half  a  mile.  • 

As  to  the  undertaker,  1  was  tirtd  that 
he  was  called  a  gentleman  of  a  conlidc- 
rable  eftate  in  laud,  one  of  his  UMjerty'a

in  chit  line  w'cre  not  confined  to  the 
county  in  which  he  lived,  but  that  he 
iiad  concerns  of  the  fame  fort  in  fevertl 
of  the  neighbouring  couniies.  In  (hort, 
that  this  laft  mentioned  employilieiit 
was  either  fo  profitable,  fo  much  to  feus

feemed  now  to  have  (wallowed  up  moft 
of  his  other  obje^s  of  purfuit,  except 
zeal  for  the  purity  of  the  church,  and 
attendance  on  all  the  great  facramenta 
in  the  ’tieighbotirhood^  whether  of  ib« 
cftablirtiment  cr  the  Icceflkm.  .

cxpcncc;  and  again,  the  want  of  hand!

I  will  tell  the  gentleman  onefaCt,  if  he  ♦ 
does  not  know  it  already,  and  that  is, 
that  there  is  m»t  a  fingle  iiair  of  Englijh 
wool  ufed  in  belt  fuperfine  cloth  ;  c- 
very  yard  of  it  is  made  of  Spanijb 
fioooL  The  fecond  fuperfines  are  made 
of  the  very  pick  of  Englilh  wool,. and 
the  inferior  kinds  of  the  coarfer.  When 
the  Spaiiilh  wool  is  imported  into  Eng-  i 
land,  it  is  tranfported  by  land-carriage 
down  to  the  manufacturing  counties 
from  ICO  to  140  miles  off:  This  bcing^ 
the  cafe  (and  if  any  doubt  of  it  let  iheoi 
apply  to  the  very  manufacturers  thenv- 
felvcs,  who  w'Ui  not  deny  the  fact),  fure- 
ly  this  part  of  the  kingdom  has  manifelt- 
ly  the  advantage ;  the  greateft  importa¬ 
tion'  would  take  place  at  the  port  gf 
Leith,  from  whence  the  land-carriage  is 
not  to  be  mentioned,  efpecially  to  two 
manufactories  already  ell.iblillied,  the 
one  in  this  city,  the  other  at  Hadding¬ 
ton,  only  fixteen  miles  off.  W^hen  ma¬ 
nufactories  are  cftabliHied  in  other  parts 
of  the  country,  they  can  import  thc^ 
wool  diitCtly  from  Spain,  or  have  it 
coaltways  at  a  very  trilling  exptnee*  . 
What  Englilh  wool  we  might  want  comet 
hkewifecoaltwaysatavery  fmallexpencCi 
at  Iraft  when  compared  to  the  very  long 
land-carriage  from  London  lo  Leeds, 
&c.  And  1  will  farther  alfure  your  cor- 
refpondent,  that  we  have  amonglt  ouf- 
feUss  people  who  thoroughly  underftand 
the  whole  procefs  of  this  snanufaClure  # 
— They  did  not,  1  believe,  attain  it  with¬ 
out  many  years  labour  and  applicatigo 
m  the  molt  capital  manufactories  in  Eng¬ 
land.  But  fuppoling  that  we  naay  be  de¬ 
ficient  in  fume  of  its  branches,  and  muft 
be  under  the  neceflity  of  bringing  tradgf- 
men  from  our  neighbours*  the  Englilh 
to  teach  us^  then  furely  wc  ouf^ht  out 
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orthatrcafon  to  lay  afidc  the  attempt 
hich  has  very  many  circumftances  in 
t8  fivonr.  There  is  a  manufadtory  efta- 
lilTicd  in  this  country  within  thefc  few 
cars,  which  will  rrfle<5t  cverlafting  ho- 
ou**  upon  its  founders,  I  mean  the  iron 
rorks  at  Carron.  Thetc  works  never 
ould  have  been  eftablifhed  but  by  bring- 
g  workmen  from  other  places  who 
new  the  burtnefs :  This  expence  was  in 
very  few  years  rendered  unneceflary;

TRATUM  formed  by  the  IVaters  of 
in  DctbyUiirc.

URING  a  fliorl  ft  ay  at  Matlock, 
this  lammcr,  1  made  fomc  obferva- 
i>n8  on  the  petrifying*  quality  of  the  wa- 
:rs,  and  examined  a  very  lingular  ftra- 
im,  which  has  been  formed  in  their 
jurfe. 

This  ftratum  I  found  about  500  yards 
1  length;  in  fcveral  places,  near  100 
irds  in  breadth;  and,  where  thickeft, 
om  three  to  four  yards  in  depth.  The 
anner,  in  which  this  body  of  ftone  has 
en  produced,  is  eafily  afeertained. 
Within  the  memory  of  fome  perfons 
w  alive,  the  waters  of  Matlock  were 
t  appropriated  to  the  purpofes  either 
bathing  or  drinking.

The  waters  were  thus  conftanfly  raif- 
Ig  obftacles  to  their  own  progrefs,  and 
cre  frequently  therefore  forced  into

ly  return^  into  the  fame  channels,  a 
atum,  of  confiderable  thicknefs,  has 
en  formed. 

On  examining  this  ftratum,  fomc  parts 
c  dilcovercd  to  be  extremely  hard,  and 
hers  fo  foft,  as  eafily  to  be  cut.  The 
t  parts,  hov/ever,  on  expofure  to  the 
,  become  as'  hard  as  flint ;  and,  on  be- 
ftruck,  found  like  metal.  The  rca- 
n  of  this  difference  in  the  hardnefs  of 
fferent  parts,  appears  to.be  this:  as 
e  waters  frequently  changed  their 
annels,  and  repeatedly  likewife  re- 
irncd  again  to  tl<e  fame  channels,  if,  in 
e  intervals,  there  were  any  parts  conli- 
lably  ratfed,  and  ccnlcqucntly  longer 


before  they  were  covered  with  frcfti  in- 
cruftations,  thefe,  from  a  longer  expo- 
fure  to  the  air,  would  acquire  a  greater 
degree  of  hardnefs. 

Whole  houfes,  in  the  neighbourhood, 
are  built  of  this  ftone,  which  they  find 
more  durable  than  any  other  they  meet 
with ;  and  as  it  has  the  excellent  pro¬ 
perty  of  growing  harder  from  being  ex- 
pofed,  and  has  likewife  many  little  cavi* 
ties  and  interfticcs,  good  mortar  fo  in* 
finuates  itfclf  into  thefe,  as  to  form  a 
wall  as  firm  as  one  continued  ftone. 

This  ftratum  affords  very  curious  and 
beautifully  varied  petrefa^ions.  Mofs 
exhibits  great  varieties;  for  it  ia^vident, 
that  the  mofs  has  continued  to  vegeiate, 
after  the  roots  and  lower  parts  had  been 
penetrated  by  the  ftony  particles;  and 
thus,  ftretching  itfclf  to  a  confiderable 
extent,  it  has,  in  fome  places,  been  mix¬ 
ed  and  interwoven  with  other  fubftances* 
In  fome  parts  fnails  have  been  arrefted 
in  their  fluggifti  walks,  and  locked  up  in 
the  ftony  concrete.  In  others,  the  pe¬ 
trifying  matter  has  (hot,  in  different  di¬ 
rections,  and  formed  an  intricate  kind  of 
net-work.  And  in  others  again,  there 
are  large  maftes,  which,  on  being  broken 
afunder,  are  found  hollow’;  and  their  ca¬ 
vities  ornamented  with  branches  of  pe¬ 
trifaction,  fomewhat  rel'embling  coral, 
but  of  a  darkiili  white  colour,  and  gene¬ 
rally  of  a  rough  and  granulated  furface. 

Under  the  ftratum  there  is,  from  a 
foot  to  a  foot  and  a  half  of  good  (oil ; 
and  immediately  under  this  lies  the 
limeftone  rock.  The  foil  is  of  the  fame 
nature  with  that  of  the  adjoining  fields, 
which  form  the  Hope  of  the  hill,  and  it 
evidently  a  continuation  of  that  foil. 

Any  further  additions  to  this  petrified 
ftratum  are  now  inconfiderable,  and  in 
many  places  none  at  all ;  for  the  two 
principal  fprings  are  confined  to  their 
channels,  covered  from  the  day  through* 
the  greateft  part  of  their  courfc,  and  are 
rapid  in  their  motion. 

Had  proper obfervations  been  madeon^ 
the  progrefs  of  this  ftratum,  a  tolerably 
exact  eftimate  might  have  t^en  formed 
with  refpeCt  to  the  time  when  thefe  wa¬ 
ters  were  firft  impregnated  with  their 
mineral  ingredients.  From  thefe  two 
confiderations,  however,  that  the  ftra¬ 
tum  is  not  very  thick,  and  that  the  foil, 
immediately  under  it,  is  a  continuation 
of  that  which  lies  on  theftope  of  the 
neighbouring  hills,  it  is  probable,  that

treaty  ligned  at  Petci (burgh,  and  confe- 
qucntly  the  treaty  between  the  republic 
and  the  king  cf  Prullia  ccafes;  and  that 
the  republic,  in  that  cafe,  has  no  other 
bulineH  th  in  to  requed  the  courts  oc* 
Peterfburgh  artd  V^ienn.a  to  alfid  the  re¬ 
public  as  guaranieea  of  that  treaty,  or 
at  lead  maintain  a  due  luutrality  in  a  war, 
between- the  republic  and  the  king  of 
Prudli.

ifpd,  and  the  Proteftant  reformed  rc- 
ion  cftablilhed  by  law. 

“  That,  although  the  term  of  impri- 
nment  of  the  fubjedt  is  limited  to  three 
onthi,  the  power  of  lining  is  left  inde- 
liie  and  unreftrained,  by  which  the  to- 

I  ruin  of  the  party  may  be  cfFedtcd  by 
1  enormous  and  exceffive  fine. 

“  That  the  whole  Icgiflativc  power  of 
c  province  is  vefted  in  perfons  to  be 
lely  appointed  by  your  majefty,  and  rc- 
oveablcat  your  pleafure,  which  we  ap- 
ehend  to  be  repugnant  to  the  leading 
inciples  of  this  free  conftitution,  by 
hich  alone  your  majefty  now  holds,  or 
gaily  can  hold,  the  imperial  crown  of 
efc  realms. 

“  That  the  faid  bill  was  brought  into 
rliament  very  late  in  the  prel'ent  fef- 
n,  and  after  the  greater  number  of  the 
embers  of  the  two  houfes  were  retired 
to  the  country,  fo,that  it  cannot  fairly 
preiumed  to  be  the  fenfe  of  thofe  parts 
the  legiflaturc. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  moft  hum- 
fupplicate  your  majefty,  as  the  guar- 
an  of  the  laws,  liberties,  and  religion 
your  people,  and  the  great  bulwark  of 
e  Proteftant  faith,  that  you  will  not 
e  your  rofal  alfent  to  the  faid  bill, 
id  your  petitioners,  as  in  duty  bound, 

II  ever  pray.” 

Yeftcrday  his  majefty,  attended  by  the 
e  of  Ancaftcr  and  lord  Bruc^i  went 
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to  tbe'houfe  of  peers,  in  the.ufual  ftate, 
and  gave  the  royal  alfent  to  the  follow- 
ing  bills,  vi».  Tlie  firdring  fund  bill ;  thiie 
lottery  bill;  the  bill  for  mating  more  ef¬ 
fectual  provifion’ for  the  government  of 
the  province  of  Quebec;  the  bill  for  lay¬ 
ing  fcveral  additional  duties  on  liquor! 
imported  into  the  province  of  Quebec ; 
the  bill  for  regulating  and  afeeruining 
the  weights  to  be  made  ufe  of  in  the 
weighing  gold  and  iilver  coin;  the  bill 
for  applying  a  fum  of  money  for  rc-coin- 
ing  the  deficient  cold  coin  ;  the  expiring 
Jaw  bills;  the  infolvent  debtors  bill,  and 
two  private  bills*  After  which  his  npa- 
jefty  made  the  following  moft  gracioira 
fpeech  to  both  houfes  of  parliament:

“  r  HAVE  obferved,  with  the  ‘Utmoft 

A  fatisfaCtiun,  the  many  eminorfc 
proofs  you  have  given  of  your  zealous 
and  prudent  attention  to  the  public  fei*- 
vice,  during  the  courle  of  this  very  intc- 
refting  fefllion  <if  parliament. 

“  The  neceflity  of  providing"  fomc  ef- 
fc<ftual  remedy  for  the  great  and  mani¬ 
fold  miichiefs,  both  public  and  private, 
arifing  from  the  impaired  ftate  of  the 
gold  coin,  induced  me,  at  the  opening 
of  the  feflion,  to  recommend  that  im¬ 
portant  object  to  your  conlideration  :  In 
the  feveral  rneafurcs  you  have  taken  for 
the  redrefs  of  thofe  evils,  you  have  fut- 
ficiently  manifcfted.'as  well  your  regard 
to  the  general  credit,  and  commercial 
interefts  of  the  kingdom,  as  to  the  im¬ 
mediate  eafe  and  accommodation  of  my 
people. 

“  The  very  peculiar  circumftances  of 
cmbarrafiTmcni  ip  v  hich  the  province  of 
Quebec  was  involved,  had  rendered  the 
proper  adjuftment,  and  regulation  of  tlfe 
government  thereof,  a  mattCr  of  no  fm;nl 
difficulty.  The  bill  which  you  prepared 
for  that  purpofe,  and  to  which  1  have 
now  given  my  aflent,  is  founded  on  the 
cleareft  principles  of  jufticc  and  humani¬ 
ty ;  and  will,  I  douU  not,  have  the  beft 
effects  in  quieting  the  minds  and  pro¬ 
moting  the  happintfs  of  my  Canadian 
fubjeCts. 

1  have  long  fecn,  with  concern,  a 
dangerous  fpirit  of  rciiftance  to  my  gq- 
vemment,  and  to  the  execution  of  the 
law® 'prevailing  in  the  province  of  Mat- 
fachufetts  Bay,  in  Ntw-£nghnd.  It 
proceeded  at  length  to  fuch  au  extremi¬ 
ty,  as  to  render  your  imm'jdiate  inlcr- 
pofition  indil'pcofibly  necejj^ry ;  and 
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have  accordingly  made  j>rovi!ion  as  well 
Tt)r  the  Tupprt (ru>n  of  the  prefent  difv)!- 
dcr»,  ab  for  the  prevention  of  the  like  in 
future.  Ti<e  temoer  md  tirmneui  wit!i 
V  liiclk  you  h'ive  co'idiuftcd  yourfclves  in 
tni'  important  huliiicfs,  and  the  general 
c<*ncunence  with  which  the  reloliition * 
of  maintaining  the  authority  of  the  laws 
in  every  part  of  rny  dominions  have  been 
adopted  and  fnnportcd,  cannot  fail  of 
giving  the  greatefl  weight  to  the  mea- 
I'lres  w  hieh  have  been  the  refnlt  of  your 
ilchheiailirns.  Nothing  that  depend?  on 
me  (hill  be  wanting  to  render  them  ef- 
fevdna!.  It  if*  my  niofl  anxious  detire  to 
fee  my  deluded  fuhjec'ts  in  that  p.iit  <»f  the 
World  returning  to  a  fenfe  of  their  duty, 
ac(iuicfcing  in  that  jntl  fnbordination  to 
the  authority,  and  maintaining  that  d  le 
regard  to  thee omnvucial  intenlU  of  this 
country,  which  mult  ever  be  infepar.a- 
l>!y  eonnec^ted  with  their  own  real  pio 
fpeiity  ami  advantage.

Ifefterday  being  appointed  by  his  ma- 
y  for  a  trial  of  the  pyx,  of  all  the  nio- 
s  coined  in  the  Tower  fince  the  lall 
trial 'in  1769,  the  lord  Prefidcnt,  lord 
Chancellor,  lords  of  the  treafury,  and  o- 
ther  lords  of  the  privy-council,  afTcmblcd 
fat  Weftminfter  by  ten  in  the  morning 
[for  that  purpofe.  A  jury  of  goldfmilhs 
[being  empanelled  and  fwmrn,  the  mint 
tolficcrs  produced  their  pyx,  or  box  con- 
■taining  propt^  famples  of  the  federal 
coins,  to  a  large  amount;  which  being 
ilridly  examined,  melted,  and  allayed, 
in  furnace?  ereded  on  the  occafion,  were 
found  to  agree  exa(5lly  with  the  (landard 
;.plaiea  kept  in  the  exchequer  for  this  fer- 
vice.  It  appeared  on  the  inquiry  that 
near  7,000,000  of  gold  rnonies  had  been 
iffuecl  from  his  majefly’s  mint  fince  June 
1769,  above  two  millions  of  which  had 
been  coined  fince  Chriftmas  lafi;  and,  to 
the  credit  of  all  parties  concerned,  that 
notwithftanding  the  great  labour  and 
hurry  of  inch  a  coinage,  no  monies 
could  be  more  accurate,  either  in  weight 
or  finenefs,  than  thole  of  the  prefent 
year. 

A  few  days  fince  Dr  Hill  w»as  inverted 
with  the  order  of  knighthood  by  the 
Swedifh  amballador  from  his  court;  and 
yefterday  he  appeareil  at  the  drawing¬ 
room,  St  James’s,  for  the  ftrlf  time,  wiih 
the  enfigns  of  the  order,  now  Sir  John 
Hill. 

The  order  which  the  king  of  Sweden 
has  honoured  Sir  Jtihn  Hill  wnth,  is  the 
green  ribband  of  Vafa.

jfu/ic  13.  “4  few  days  a- 
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go,  the  aylh  regiment  of  foot,  which  hat 
rendezvoUfed  at  Belfart  fonne  days  part, 
were  drawn  out  in  a  field  near  that 
town,  when  ilcut.  col.  Sir  John  Penning¬ 
ton  addrefled  the  troops,  and  remarked* 
that  as  they  had  not  been  aifembled  to* 
gether  for  a  confidtrable  time  part,  he 
thought  it  his  duty  to  lay  before  thcni 
fome  obfcrvalions  neceflary  to  be  im¬ 
printed  on  their  memory:  he  then  in¬ 
formed  them  of  the  duty  of  a  foldicr* 
complimented  them  on  their  confe- 
quence  in  the  ftatc,  and  deferibed  in  a 
very  lively  manner  the  advantages  foldi- 
ers  enjv)ycd  over  the  lower  order  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  civil  life.  He  then  proceeded  to 
lute  an  inrtitution  (the  benefits  of  which 
they  had  lome  lime  enjoyed),  the  na¬ 
ture  of  it  is  as  follows ; — There  arc  five 
dilfcrcut  orders  of  dirtimrtion  in  the  regi¬ 
ment,  to  eaclr  of  which  is  annexed  an 
honorary  badge.  To  the  firft  (which  it 
merited  by  15  years  fervicc  in  the  regi¬ 
ment  without  being  tried  by  a  court 
martial)  is  annexed  the  falary  of  four 
guineas  yearly,  over  and  above  their  pay. 
— The  fecond  diftingui flics  thofe  who 
have  ferved  tea  years  in  the  like  manner ; 
thefe  have  no  falary,  but  arc  intitled  to 
fall  into  the  benefits  of  the  firft  erder  in 
cafe  of  a  vacancy  (the  number  of  each 
being  limited  ) — The  third  arc  entitled 
to  two  guineas  yearly,  after  fcrviijg  three 
years  untried. — The  fourth  to  one  gui¬ 
nea,  after  two  years  fervicc. — And  the 
fifth  to  fixteen  fliillings,  after  one  year’s 
ftrvice  in  like  manner.  The  licut.-col. 
after  expatiating  on  the  gencrofity  of  the 
officers  (the  inrtitution  being  fupported 
by  their  lubfeription),  farther  acquainted 
them  that  their  colonel.  Sir  Eyre  Coote 
(who  w^as prefent),  had  generoully  added 
to  the  inrtitution  by  a  donation  of  one 
Ihoufand  guineas,  the  intcreft  of  which 
is  to  be  applied  for  the  before  mentioned 
purpofes;  and  that  thofe  foldiers  who 
merited  any  part  thereof  were  to  be  en¬ 
titled  to  their  refpeitive  rewards  during 
life,  notwithftanding  their  being  dif- 
charged,  or  even  receiving  his  majerty’d 
penfion ;  This,  as  he  exprefled  it,  was 
calculated  at  once  to  make  them  good 
foldiers  and  good  men;  add  murt,  if  the 
troops  have  cither  honour  or  gratitude* 
infallibly  dirtinguifii  them  from  the  ge¬ 
nerality  of  regiments  under  the  crown, 
for  the  fobriety  oL  their  behaviour,  and 
the  goodnefs  of  their  difciplin'e,  and  an 
example  worthy  of  imitation  by  every 
body  of  men  in  bis  majefty’s  let  vice.’*  ;

of  200,  killed  three  overfeers,  and  in¬ 
tended  to  have  killed  all  the  reft  of  the 
white  people  upon  the  eftate  ;  but,  being 
alarmed  by  their  firing  a  piftol,  they  nar¬ 
rowly  inailc  their  efcape  to  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  eftate  in  their  fiiirts,  and  gave 
the  alarm;  upon  which  a  ftrong  party  of 
the  militia  wa^  formed  to  go  and  attack 
them.  The  rebels  h  id  broke  up  all  the 
liqii  ir-cellar.'i,  and  fecured  all  the  arms 
and  ammunition  they  could  find,  and, 
upon  the  party  coming  up,  they  fired 
upt)n  the  militia,  and  afterward*,  lulhcd 
into  the  'voods,  the  party  not  daring  to 
follow  them.  It  would  have  made  a 
heart  of  ft  one  bleed  to  fee  in  what  cruel 
manner  they  cut  an<l  miffaered  thofc 
young  lad?.  I'he  wretches  are  now  in 
the  woods,  and  lev.-ral  pirtieR  of  militia 
«mt  after  them,  and  fevera!  have  furren- 
ilered  iheirfclves.  The  governor  ap¬ 
pears  perfonally,  and  conduc^ts  matters 
with  the  greateft  juilgmert.  We  aie  in 
arms  night  and  day,  ready  for  an  at¬ 
tack/’

by  the  cur.a:c  falling  upon  him,  wuh 
m  »nv  other  accidents.

“  baft  week  arrived  here  his  maiefty’s 
cur.ut'.r.iiicn  of  ib.c  poll  tleCtioa  of  ma-
